They agree to 
pay the arts of tiie improvement ac- 
cording to tbe Iaw$ of assessment lev- 
ied per front foot upon all lots and 
lands affected. J. J. Bose agreed to 
pay half the assessment on 10U feet, 
tbe abutting property being that of 
B W. Ricketts. 
"Is that, all the propirty owners?" 
asked Mr. Powekon. 
"So, but it's more than two-thirds" 
answered Mr. Zugschwert. 


A petition, signed by 15 property 


owners whose lands abut the alley 
between Coe avenue and North Sev- 
enth asked council to grade and pave 
it with hard brick,was also read. They 
proposed that- the city pay one-third 
of tbe expense, the petitioners paying 
the remainder. The allev is steep, 
badly washed and difficult- to travel. 
"As I understand it the property 
abutting on these alleys h<ts never 
be assessed up to the full 25 per cent," 
said Mr. Powelson. "Even if Improv- 
ing them would cost a little more it 
mumt 
be weil to do the work. It 
seems badly needed. Why uot have 
ihe engineer make an estimate."

aud Snnday. Sept. 27 and 28. As first 
incepted the dedicatory exercises were 
to be simple, involving ouly the un- 
veiling of the statue, with a few ad- 
dresses by prominent local Hunga- 
rians and others.

A single miner, where relief is given, 


and it seems there are few that get It, 
is given 73 cents; a man and wife §2.50 
and each child in the family 35 cents. 
This amount, if used with discretion, 
it is s-aid, w:!I purchase sufficient food 
to satisfy hunger. It does not admit 
of the- purchase of dainties or fine gro- 
ceries. 


Whea a miner draws ?2.50. he gen- 


erally buys a sack of flour, some beaaa, 
a bushel of potatoes and some salt 
/ort. The S2.5;~> will buy enough of 
these comniodities to feed two people 
two weeks easily, and there are usual- 
ly sorce rice, coffee, tea and sugar add- 
etL 


Food is practically the only thing 


that the miners will need money for. 
Their fuel bill will probably be noth- 
ing, for a peep into tiie cellars of some 
of the miners" homes shows several 
tons <.f coa! stored away for just such 
ia emergency, aud those who have 
not much cf a supply are busy each

In the matter of clothing the miner 


proposes to parch up old garments and 
make h:s last winter's clothes do an- 
other season. Another element that 
mast be taken iato account in consid- 
ennjr the qu^stioa of relief is that 
a! tout 2.r>/>'tO or 20.000 men have left 
the anthracite fields and obtained em- 
piorment or are visitiug elsewuere. 


Altugether it is estimated that there 


are nearly 1.000/HW men. women and 
clii!;:rcn dependent primarily OB the 
anthracite miners for support. Of 
course many miners" children get work 
ia the mills and factories wbich are in 
tbf «IrsiriCL ai:d sdtl tbe=r small quota 
to tiie family support. 


Rent is not causing the miner any

NEW INTRENCHING TOOL. 


Spmde «r Pick. 


Lieutenant Colonel Elliott of the ma 
ne corps, now stationed at Norfolk, 


Va_. has seat to tbe navy department 
charge of American inreresls. It is i a saosple of a new Intrenching too 


woicit be has Invented, •writes the 
Washington correspondent of the Chi 
cago Hecoro-HeraJd. It consists of a 
triangular blade of th»n steel, with 
detachable handle of strong, light 
wood, aboat four feet long. 
By In- 


setting tbe handle in one way tbe In- 
strument is a spade, and when it is in- 
serted in another way It Is a pick. As 
a spade It Is clairaed to be nearly «i 
efficient as tbe ordinary spade 
even more so io hard ground. 
The 


whole thing weighs about four pounds. 
A leather case to oe swung over the 
shoulder R provided for carrying the 
blade, while the handle Is to be carried 
at the soldier's back. Lieutenant Colo- 
eel Elliott suggests that the nary de- 
partment have 100 of these tools made 
and give them a thorough practical 
triaL 


The Invention hg« aroused much In- 


terest In both the navy and war de- 
partments, for both services are on tbe 
lookout for a convenient and reliable 
intrenching tooL 
The great Impor- 


tance in modern warfare of having a 
good tool of this kind was Illustrated 
in the Soath African war. The British 
started In without any such tools, but 
before the war was over they had their 
men carrying heavy spades. It was 
found to be absolutely necessary to en- 
able the men to throw up with great 
rapidity 
improvised 
Intrench ments. 


That war proved that the day of wa!t- 
!3S for the special service troops and 
engineer corps to do wort of this kind 
is past and that every command op- 
eratinsr independently must be able to 
istrencb itself on sbort notice.

A scheme Is on foot in Liverpool 


which, it Is claimed by the English 
shipping Journals, will soon be in com- 
mercial operation for utilizing wireless 
telegraphy in a midocean postofflce 
and signal station, says tbe American 
Shipbuilding. It is the intention to 
permanently moor at a point 110 miles 
•west of the Lizard a ship which -will 
be equipped tvith a searchlight aad a 
complete set of Marconi apparatus. As 
the water at the point selected will 
Involve the use of a moorinz: chain 400 
or 500 feet in length, the weight of 
which would prevent the bows from 
riding buoyantly over the heavy seas,

Sew Elavrtfc Paper. 


Ex-State Senator Arkell of New York 


has invented a kind of paper which 
will stretch to a certain extent without 
tearing. There is a considerable de- 
mand for such a paper—for instance. 
for lining sugar barrels, etc. A great 
drawback about ordinary papers is 
that they will not give a particle, and 
therefore tear easily. The Japanese 
crepe paper probably suggested tbe 
new elastic paper. 


Tbe searchlight ia to have a vertical 


beam for the purpose of illuminating 
the clouds and enabling the floating 
postoffice to l-e picked up at m?ht from 
a distance of sixty miles or more. As 
tbe vessel will be located ia the fair 
way of the English channel it will be 
advantageously plsced for tJe distri- 
bution of orders sent from shore by 
tbe owners of vessels which ere pass- 
ing in and ont of the channel- Thus a 
ship coming in from tbe west or from 
the south could be directed as soon as 
it picked up the station to proceed ei- 
ther to Liverpool. Bristol or an English 
channel port. By this means pilotage 
and port dues wonld be reduced, and 
of course there would be a considera- 
ble saving of time. Tbe vessel will 
serve as a floating station which can 
be picked on for wireless communica- 
tion. 


The value of tbis form of pcstoffice 


is expected to be very great. More- 
over, lying at the junction of the three 
great tboronirhfares of British anc 
continental marine traffic, tlie station 
should prov»- particularly valuable in 
salvage work. The scheme oa the face 
of it appears to be thoroughly practi- 
cable, and if carried out it should 
prove to be of considerable service In 
the maritime world.
